Such a base would have vital strategic value

It would afford a particularly wide strik- 


. ing range to Britain’s warships. 


It the plan materialises, as it is 
expected it certainly will, large 
docks and repairing bases will be 
constructed in Sydney Harbour. 

Any docks built in future would 
have to be large enough to accom- 
modate Britain’s five 35,000-ton 
battleships now building. 


Two big Australian States, 
Queensland and Victoria, had both 
submitted claims for their ports to 
be considered as naval bases when 


the idea for docking capital ships |: 


to guard the Pacific was first put 
forward. 


Actual provision of these facili- 
ties has ‘been held over, pending 
the report of British experts on the 
whole question. 

Australian experts have already 
submitted - their . reports, and it 
would appear that the advantages 
of Sydney as the site outweigh all 
other considerations. 


Sydney is the headquarters of 
the Cockatoo Island Dockyard, cap- 
able of building large-sized. crui- 
sers, It would be simple matter 
to set up repair and supply depots 
at such a point, 


A naval base and building estab- 
lishment at Sydney would have ob- 
vious ‘advantages to the British 
-fleet, as well as to the Royal Aus- 
tralian Navy, which ,at - present, 
consists of several cruisers, des- 
troyers and escort vessels. 


AUSTRALIAN BUILDING 
For a long time now, the possi- 
bility of warship construction has 
been discussed by the Common- 
wealth and State Governments. 
Careful investigation of every pos- 
sibility of making it practicable 
have been made. These investiga- 
tions have been carried out under

During the war, several des- 
troyers were built in the Cockatoo 
Dockyard, and they proved success- 
ful ships in every way. They were 
26-knot. vessels of 700 tons, equipp- 
ed with four-inch guns and torpedo 
tubes. Others were built on the 
Clyde, taken to pieces, and re-erect- 
ed in Australia, . 


One result of Australian firms 
placing orders for ships in British 
yards has been to arouse interest 
in the Commonwealth in their own 
shipbuilding and repairing indus- 
try. It has been pointed out that 
many harbours, particularly Syd- 
ney, are already ideally situated and 
equipped for ship construction. 


£9,000,000 DOCK 


Singapore as a naval base was 
onl completed last year, when Sir 
Shenton Thomas, Governor of the 
Straits Settlements and High Com- 
missioner for Malaya, opened the 
King George VI. Graving Dock. 
-Previously, warships -being- docked 
at Singapore were placed in the 
large floating dock. 


The Graving Dock is big enough 
to accommodate the biggest capital 
ships afloat or building. Its con- 
atruction cost more than £9,000,000. 
It invovled the conversion of wide 
areas of swamp and rubber land. 
Miles of railway lines were laid 
and many buildings erected. 


The Graving Dock is nearly 1,000 
feet long, the width at the entrance 
is 185 feet, and the depth overall 
at low water i is 36 feet. 


More than 6,000,000 etble -yards

The Far East was to the forefront when the for- 
eign affairs debate in the House of Lords was 


resumed last night. 
Lord Cecil, 
bench, said: 


from the Labour Opposition front 
“I imagine Lord Halifax (the 


Foreign Secretary) would agree that the con- 
troversy which is raging in the terrible war in 
the Far East is precisely the same controversy 
as is raging — fortunately not by war — - at 
_this moment in Europe. 

“It is a-broad question that we have to settle: is it 
legitimate for a country to make aggression or 
another to carry out what it regards as its mat- 
erial or even political interests; ought there to 
continue the right of war on the part of any 


sovereign State ? 

“That is the real issue, and it is. 
being fought out in the Far East. 

“The Japanese invasion of China 
is being carried out with a ruth- 
lessness which must be:the subject 
of admiration for a certain school 
in Germany but which would be 
impossible in Europe 
nowadays. 

“I should be glad if Lord ILali- 
fax would give us an assurance not 
only that he is sympathetic to China 
—I think everybody in the House 
is sympathetic—but that he re- 
cognises we ought to do everything 
possible to assist China and drive 
‘back the, Japanese invasion from 
her shores.” 


WORSE THAN EVER 


Lord Mlibank, said the position in 
the Far East was worse than ever. 
. he Yangtse Valley, traditional 

area of British trade, was entirely 
closed to us despite the fact that 
the Japanese were trading all the 
time. 

Currency and trade restrictions 
were worsening owing to the Yoko- 
hama Specie Bank creating a dollar 
of the game value as the National 
dollar and insisting that therever 
possible it be used. 

They were’ having some success, 
because after all Europeans have to 
obtain a living.

Dealing with the Far East, Lord Halifax said it 
was quite true that in the Far East area we were 
witnessing a conflict of principles involving the 
whole question of the right to resort to war. 

In these circumstances, during the last two years it 
had been the duty of His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment to consider what course of action was in- 
ccumbent on them and practical for them to 


adopt. 

They had been parties to the pas- 
sage of successive resolutions . in 
the League Assembly and Council, 
“which I am well aware have not 
gone as far.as the: representatives 
of China thought desirable, but they 
have gone as far as the Powers 
principally concerned in the Far 
East thought it practicable to go. 

BOLSTERING CHINESE 
CURRENCY 

“T am quite content to leave the 
conduct of this country on that 
matter to the judgment of those 
having full knowledge and able to 
form a judgment of the way in 
which this country has carried out 
the obligations it has assumed, 

“Loyd Davies,” continued Lord 
Halifax, “has gravely under-rated 
what it has been in the power of 
this Government to do, not least in 
the action it took earlier this year 
__vegarding Chinese currency. 2 

“There is a case where it is 
possible to argue that British in- 
terests are deeply engaged, and 
that we are not only serving the 
interests of China, but I think that 
those who know the Chinese pro- 
blem best will not be unwilling to 
say that no form of British help 
could have been more helpful to 
China than that which enabled her 
to maintain the reasonable equili- 
_-brium on which depends her eco- 
nomic strength, 

FORMIDABLE LIST 

“Ag regards the, treatment which 
British interests in China are suf- 
fering at the hands of the Japan- 
ese, it is & very formidable © list 
indeed, and reflects the extent of 
the British stake in China. 


“Hig Majesty’s Government have 
not been indifferent to any. one of 
these threats in any one of these 
directions. 

“I am sure Lord Elibank appre- 
ciates the difficulties with which the 
Government is confronted, but I 
agssuré him that there is no truth 
whatever in the rumour of the with- 
drawal of troops from Shanghai. 

“As regards warships, the com- 
mander-in-chief, China Station, has 
full authority to move ships from 
place to place according to what 
may be the needs of the moment. 

PLEA REJECTED 

“I know very well that the Ja- 

panese military authorities have ad- 
vanced the plea of military neces- 
sity in attempted justification of 
the many acts which have resulted 
in limiting British rights and in- 
terests,, but His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment are unable to accept that plea, 
especially -in- the- many-. -places...in 
which military. operations have 
now: ceased, ag any excuse for the 
impairment of rights secured to 
our nationals under solemn treaty 
provisions. 
. “Still less can we accept the un- 
ilateral] modification of instruments 
entered into freely - by ourselves 
and other Powers. : 


“All matters of complaint made]. 


in the debate have been the subject 
of representation—sometimes re- 
peated representations to the pro- 
per Japanese authorities—and the 
Government will continue to assert 
full efforts and influence to secure 
maintenance of the right of Bri- 
tish subjects to live and trade 
peacefully in China.”

.meet James Bruen, the brilliant 
young Jrish player, in the final? 


That is assuredly looking ahead, 
since we have still 32 competitors 
‘an the field, but Bruen further con- 
solidated the position he holds as 
favourite by the exhibition of pow- 
er with.which he overwhelmed E. 
D. Hamilton, the Scottish champion, 
to-day. ! 
_ So far, this 19-years-old prodigy has 
impressed himself on the event with 
something of the inevitability of the 
old-time heroes, and now that Yates 
and Thomson have gone, his path to 
the title, on paper at any rate, appears 
to have been appreciably opened out. 
One opinion I heard to-day em- 
phasises the Bruen possibilities. 

Henry Cotton, who is watching the 

Championship, says ‘that the Irish 

youth must be the best amateur in 

the world, and expresses the view 
that. if he competes in the Open 

Championship, and: keeps his head, 

ne will line up-with the best there 

also. 

Bruen told me to-day that he is go- 
ing to St. Andréws for the Open in 
July, and that he is feeling ever so 
much fitter and better able to stand 
the racket of these big occasions, after 
the systematised training he has put 
in under the doctor’s supervision dur- 
ing the.past.winter. He is..most of

call him Dumb Dan Morgan—and 
he’ll talk your ears off in ten min- 
utes.

WHEN HACKING WAS LEGAL 


IN RUGBY UNION 


HY Rugby football should have been chosen as a national game had 
puzzled many people. For centuries people in England played foot- 
ball of some sort, even if it was only a matter of kicking a ball from one 


end of a street to the other. 


The public schools went a little further, and each built up a tradi- 
tional game of football, and each code was played only by boys at 


school, and Old Boys 


ys. : : 
At the beginning of the 19th century, when an athletic revival took 


place, the game of Rugby seems.to, have resembled the association 
game, or, as it is known in Australia, Soccer. In 1823, a boy, William 
Webb Ellis, picked up the ball and ran with it. . This changed the 
whole game and, although the legality of the practice was questioned, 
the carrying game was adopted, but not until the ‘sixties was there 
. any chance of its becoming a national game. “ 

Bigside matches at Rugby Schooj in the original game sometimes 
had 40 to 100 players on the two:'sides. Fierce scrummaging was the 
chief relaxation, and often the bulk of the players were locked together 
for ten minutes or longer, 2 

It was quite immaterial if they barked their opponents’ shins in 

____this_rough-and-tumble,.. In some. schoolboy codes there. was no umpire 
to enforce an offside rule, but the offending player had his shins hacked 
instead—to remind him. tae, 

In 1863 a conference was formed to try to evolve some national 
game of football. ‘There were two schools of thought—one which be- 
lieved the ball should not be touched with the hands, and the other 
which maintained that carrying was the essence of football. 

This, however, was not what caused the split. The disruption was 
over what ia now regarded as cowardly—hacking, In those days a.man 
who would mor ase and take hacks was not regarded as being worthy 
of a place in the team. ok ? = cae

THE “JAPANESE DRIVE TOWARD THE YELLOW RIVER IN 
.WEST SHANSI HAS BEEN SHATTERED, ACCORDING TO 
A CHINESE SRAFE OFFICER. 


, The officer said that three Ja- 
panese columns had developed an 
encircling movement against Liulin, 
- strategic point in west Shansi, 


since June 1, their ultimate objec-|- 


tive being to “mop up” the Chinese 
in west Shansi and cross the Yel- 
low River at Kuntu, Cihkow ‘and 
Sanchiao, three important cross- 
ings, to invade Shensi, 


ADVANCE CHECKED.. 


The Japanese drive, the officer 
revealed, suffered the first blow at 
Wanglaopo Hill, west of Lishih, 
when their right wing was serious- 
ly defeated, suffering some 1,000 
casualties. Their left wing also 
suffered some 600 casualties in a 
three-hour engagement with the re- 
sult that its advance on Sanchiao 
was checked. 
_....The severest combats were 

fought between the Japanese cen- 
tral column making a direct bid 
for Liulin.

A Chinese Division which fought 
a rearguard action was surrounded 
by the Japanese, After a four-day 
bloody fight, it succeeded in break- 
ing through the enemy cordon and 
joined other Chinese units to

Japanese could get a firm foothold 
at Liulin. Japanese communications 
between Lishih and Liulin were 
immediately cut, the officer said.

Though Japanese 
reached Kuntu, one of the impor- 
tant Yellow River crossings in 
west Shansi, they were unable to 
hold it. In a series of frontal, pin- 
cer and flanking assaults, «the 
Chinese ‘ successively recaptured 
Kuntu, and Liulin. The Japanese 
began to retire eastward on June 
10.—Central News.
